Australia’s World Cup squad — chasing a lost cause or not — flies out of Sydney Airport tomorrow

(Wednesday) to do battle with Fiji in the Oceania World Cup Group. 


Coach Les Scheinflug, 
unlike any Socceroo 
coach for many years, 
has been “advised” by 
the Australian Soccer 
Federation about the 
composition of his 
squad. 


In other words, 
Scheinflug was not 
allowed to pick the 16 
strongest players. It was 
made clear to him that 
he must include a 
certain number of young 
players. 

One wonders how 
Rudi Gutendorf would 
have reacted to similar 
direction from above. 

Scheinflug, however, 
has not complained 
about including seven 
youngsters in the Fiji 
party. Indeed, he seems 
happy to have Glen 
Ahearn, Robbie 
Wheatley, Steve Blair, 
Alan Davidson, David 
Mitchell, Ian Hunter 
and Peter Katholos in 
the squad. Blair, 
Davidson and, possibly, 
Mitchell are there on 
merit. Most of the other 
members of the “boys 
brigade’’ will serve 
Scheinflug in the World 
Youth Championships 
for the Coca-Cola Cup 
in October. 


So it is in Scheinflug’s 
interest to give the 
young men valuable 
experience of 
international football. 

Having said that, I 
wonder about the 
wisdom of sending an 
under-strength team to 
Fiji for a match which 
Australia MUST win. 
Should Glen Ahearn be 
on the plane instead of 
Greg Woodhouse? 
Should Ian Hunter be 
there rather than Kenny 
Boden? 


Fiji may be minnows 
on the map of world 
Soccer but let us not 
forget they beat an 
Australian XI not so 
many years agc. World 
Cup qualifying matches 
should not be used for 
experiments with 
immature players. Let 
us hope this ASF youth 
gamble does not come 
unstuck next Sunday ip 
Suva. 

On the whole, the 16- 
man squad looks 
competent. It might 
even be called exciting, 
although there must be 
doubts about some of 
the players who fly out 
tomorrow, 

Peter Katholos has 
been well below his best 


for Sydney Olympic 
and, if current form is to 
mean anything, his team 
mate Peter Raskopoulos 
was more deserving of 
the trip. 

Gary Cole is another 
Socceroo who has done 
little this season to hold 
his World Cup position. 

And how about the 
fitness of Alan Maher, 
Peter Sharne and Ian 
Hunter? 

When he discarded 
John Kosmina on the 
score of fitness, Les 
Scheinflug commented: 
“Tt is too big a risk to 
use a man in the World 
Cup if he is not 100 per 
cent fit.” 

If the Australian 
coach really means that, 
we assume Maher, 
Sharne and Hunter are 
all perfectly fit. Dressing 
room chit chat indicates 
this is not so, 

The average age of 
the squad going to Fiji is 
not much more than 21 
years. That is good. 
Australia’s future rests 
with young players. 
Now it is up to the kids 
to justify selection, to 
prove they have won 
selection on their ability 
— not just on the date 
on their birth 
certificates.

Talk To 
Steve Burns 


A savage indictment of Rudi Gutendorf, 
astonishment that Martyn Crook is not Australia’s 
goalkeeper, a call to continue experimenting with 
young Australians at the top — and for all segments 
of Soccer to pull together rather than separately. 

These — and more — were among the comments 
in an exclusive ASW face-to-face interview with two 
top Kiwi internationals, Richard Wilson and 
Duncan Cole. 

They jas their claims after nearly two full 
seasons living and playing in Australia and having 
played against the Socceroos, not just in the present 
abortive World Cup bid but on several occasions 
previously. 

Q: How did you view Aust 
performance against New Zealand? 

A; Below par. The form of the national side didn’t 
reflect the standard of Australia’s flag carrier — the PSL. 
There was no spirit. Speaking to your playecs after the 
game, it was obvious they didn’t get along as a squad with 
the coach. It was an unsettled squad — despite the lengthy 
build-up, 

(Richard Wilson added): “To be honest, I felt the 
attitude of a few players was also wrong. They seemed to 
believe they were automatically entitled to a place rather 
than having to earn it, That's not good for any team. 

“Some of the players weren't happy where they were 
playing and the side wasn't organised. New Zealand was. 
We had been beaten plenty of times before but this time, 

in or lose, we were all determined to give total effort, We 
did and that's;why we won.” 

Q: Your views for tomorrow’s recipe? 

A; Promote the abundance of youthful talent around 
today. Some have already proved themselves — others 
would, too, if carefully nurtured and blooded in top 
international Soccer in the right way. Lots of Australian 
youngsters have the physical capabilities to step up to top 
national and international Soccer. They should be 
encouraged to do so more often. 

Q: But what was wrong with the Australian side in New 
Zealand? 

A: Basically it was the forwards. They didn’t function — 
but neither did the midfield. Neither got a grip on the 
game. We couldn’t understand why someone like Boden 
was kept off for half the game and someone like Davidson 
was wasted at full-back when his great attacking talents 
would, in our view, have been better utilised from the 
midfield, 
Q: Who was missing who should have been in the 
squad? 
A: While we don’t think the team was necessarily the 
right one the total squad was representative of the best 
Australian talent. It was just that in three or four key areas 
the wrong players were used. We also believe Martyn 
Crook should be Australia's goalkeeper. 

(Richard Wilson): “For my money he’s a world-class

keeper, certainly the best in Australia. It's madness not 
naming him Australia’s goalkeeper.” 

Q: What about today’s PSL? 

A: We can only compare it with New Zealand. It's 
better than anything New Zealand has to offer. It’s better 
than a lot of Australians are prepared to admit. We know 
this from the comments of well-performed UK players 
we've played with and against in the PSL. They comment 
constantly on its pace and say from a fitness point of view, 
it is as demanding as top UK Soccer. Skill-wise it is 
marginally below the best. 

And the PSL continues to improve. It's much better now 
than it was at its birth four years ago and better this year 
than last. It continues, in our view, to improve steadily 
each year. Surely that can only augur well for the future? 

Q: What of the future? 

A: The World Cup set-back will be felt more than many 


“admit — because today's youngsters aren't going to have 


the idols a run in the last 16 would have created. That's a 
great pity. We can only compare it with what has happened 
in New Zealand. The reaction has been fantastic. 
Everyone's rooting for us. 

Kiwis now know the astronomical cost of getting a team 
to the last 16, We have had kids sending us their savings — 
three and four dollars to help us along. It gives you a 
tremendous feeling of national pride and an iron 
determination to give all you've got. 

A New Zealand insurance group printed posters of the 
team — big and small ones. All of the NZ PSL players — 
six then, seven now — signed them by the hundreds and 
they get sent to kids all over New Zealand. Even All Black 
fanatics are wishing us well — for New Zealand's sake. Its 
a great feéling 

Q: Any other views on the game’s progress in 
Australia? 

A: Yes, we still feel too many people honestly giving a 
tremendous amount of time to Soccer pull separately 
rather than together. It's still an ethnic and “the rest” 
situation. There doesn't seem to be total co-operation for 
the game’s sake. That is holding the game back. Yet 
people, as the amounts of money now being offered to 
world class players indicates, are prepared to take chances. 
We wish it was always in the best interests of the game, not 
just a club. There is just too much wasted energy on 
bickering — like the ‘right players of the right ethnic 
background for the right ethnic club. That can’t help. 

Both of us think people should also stop being too ready 
to knock the game. 

Q: What, if any, are the encouraging signs for the 
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AS We think there are many good signs for Australian 
Soccer. In New Zealand the kids are really getting behind 
the game. The same is happening here, too. 

‘There is so much more interest overseas in Australasian 
Soccer because we are now less geographically isolated 
through the importation of overseas players, international 
tours and tours within Australia and New Zealand by top 
overseas clubs. 

Q: How could we further tap that growing interest? 

A; We'd like to see another tournament like that which 
brought Celtic, Arsenal, and other top clubs here a few 
years ago. We were not here then but could only read 
about it. It got a tremendous Press. We think another 
similar tournament would be a giant success right now! 
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Something that may be new to 
other women’s Soccer organisa- 
tions is rapidly becoming “old-hat” 
to the Central Coast (NSW) Wo- 
men’s Soccer Association. 

This will be the fourth year that this 
energetic Association will run a “Soccer 
Queen” contest. 

This will be the culmination of the year's 
activity on the Central Coast when candi- 
dates will be selected and the lucky winner, 
crowned at the presentation ball which will 
be held at the end of the season, 


Previously the limit for the quest was one 
person from each club. This year however, 
the committee has decided to allow clubs to 
nominate two entrants. 

All entrants will be judged on appear- 
ance; grooming and personality; common- 
sense knowledge and the ability to con- 
verse, ASW notes that no Soccer laws of 
the game have crept into the questions to 
be asked. 


An independant panel of judges will 
interview all entrants and their names will 
be placed in a sealed envelope to be 
opened at the presentation ball. 

The crowning and sashing of the winner 
will be performed by last year's winner, 
Michelle McLeoud of the Ettalong club. 

Local jeweller, Peter Quinn of Gosford, 
made the crowns which are valued in 
excess of $1,000 each. 


All girls will be sashed in their club 
colours and it should be quite a spectacle. 

Previous winners were Kim Herbert of 
Budgewoi S.C., 1978; Robin Barwell, 
Ocean Beach S.C., 1979 and Michelle 
McLeoud last year. 

There have been four Central Coast 
People appointed as officials for the Nor- 
thern NSW State side at the Australian 
Women’s Soccer Championships which will 
be held in Sydney in late August. 

Lionel Sneyd of San Remo has been 
appointed the State coach this year. Mr 
Sneyd got a taste of State coaching in 1978 
when he was appointed to the position of 
assistant State coach for Northern NSW 
when the championships were held in New- 
castle. 


The following year he became the State 
coach and took his team to Darwin where 
he helped lift the position of the Northern 
NSW girls from seventh to fourth position. 

Last year in Adelaide, Lionel got that 
little extra out of the girls and had them 
bring back the runner-up trophy from 
NSW who narrowly won it by one point. 

This year he hopes to turn the tables on 
the “Gity Cousins” and bring back the 
ultimate in Australian women’s Soccer. 


The team-manageress this year is Mrs 
Pat Moffitt from East Gosford. Pat held 
this position in 1979 when the team trecked 
overland by coach from Newcastle to Dar- 
win. She could not make the trip to 
Adelaide last year due to illness. Her 
steady influence on the girls should be a 
great asset in Sydney this year. 


The position of assistant State coach has 
gone this year to a young and enthusiastic 
supporter of the Nthn. NSW women’s 
Soccer movement. He is Mr Gary Cham- 
berlain of Umina.

SABOTEUR? 


— Asks John Field ———— 


Is Rudi Gutendorf trying to sabotage 
Australia’s slim hopes of qualifying for the 
World Cup? 


‘The question is not as silly as it may appear. It is 
prompted by an amazing story in the July 9 issue of 
the AUSTRALIAN JEWISH TIMES.

For many Soccer lovers, those questions 
may be uninteresting, simply because 
people are satisfied with the show that is 
served to them, never mind the style. 

But for the majority who thirst for 
something better, not only at club level, 
but at national team level as well, the word 
“style” has sense and essence. 

If we take a quick look at other 
countries’ Soccer, we find that every one 
has its own character, its own style. Or the 
style has been adapted to match the 
players’ temperament, the weather 
conditions, etc. 

In comparison with other countries, our 
Soccer is impersonal. And it is impersonal 
because there do not exist coaches who 
come out of the same school, the same 
Soccer academy. 

Many of our players, who are finishing 
their careers and becoming coaches, 
learned Soccer in different countries, 
under different coaches and teachers. 

This means that a team which changes 
coaches very often is obliged to also 
change tactics and playing style, whether 
good or bad. 

Part of our recent failure to qualify for 
the World Cup Finals in Spain is due to 
this. 

In our 16 teams who participate in the 
Philips League, and in the hundreds taking 
part in State League competitions, there 
exists a mosaic of coaches. 

Each belongs to a different Soccer 
school. 

What must be understood by everyone 
is the importance and necessity for 
Australian Soccer to take its own 
character, personality and style — if we 
want to take a positive step forward. 

And to do so it is essential to build the 
right sort of Soccer academies where our 
top coaches can teach the style of play 
required by Australian Soccer. 

Mr Eric Worthington was appointed 
many years ago by the Australian Soccer 
Federation to fulfil this important role in 
our Soccer and to improve our coaching 
standards. But so far we haven’t seen 
anything. Is anybody responsible to check 
up on Mr Worthington’s job? And if so, 
what has he seen so far? 

We, and the people of Soccer, will be 
very happy, and should have a right, to 
know about this.

One of the most rewarding Soccer 
experiences I’ve had since onan 
home was the time spent training wit 
junior sides. 

What a revelation! 

Some of these kids in the 11 to 14 years bracket showed 
amazing ball skills, on a par with anything I've seen from 
the same age group in England. That sort of skill comes out 
of hours and hours spent “making that round ball talk”, 

There is no other way to achieve skill other than 
practising at every opportunity. If a young player sees a 

joccer ball as a toy like a yo-yo or any other gimmick item, 
he can learn how to use it to create a whole range of skills 
and tricks. 

Unforunately, we see too many presi (and senior) 
coaches pushing the belief that hard slogging is some sort 
of substitute for skill. It isn't and never will be. 

The simple fact is that footballers enjoy having a ball at 
their feet and this should be remembered throughout all 
facets of soe 

At Liverpool Bill Shankly forged the tradition that the 
bulk of training should comprise five-a-side games with 
variables such as one touch per pass, two touch per pass 
and so on, varying the size of the playing area, being 
permitted to score only off headers or volleys, etc. 

The training sessions introduce and cultivate some very 
important factors which can relate to success and 
entertainment on the park. 

1, They sharpen skill and awareness and produce boys 
able to play with their heads up. 

2. They are enjoyable, therefore the players participate 
with enthusiasm. 

3. They bear a direct relation to the sort of problems, 
players face in a proper match. 

4, They produce team unity and sharpen understanding 
between players. 

5. They easily identify the more skilful and the harder 
working players. 

6. They require a high work-rate and when played 
properly are ideal fitness sessions, 

7. They involve all players at once, 

Now, compare the above with some of the popular 
techniques I've seen lately. These include running young 
players around an oval without a ball in sight; having five 
players dribble up and down the park while the rest stand 
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Joh ton 


idle waiting for their turn; and spending time on a couple 
of players practising a set-play while the rest remain 
unoccupied. 

No wonder so many drop out of the game. 

Soccer was meant to entertain young players, not bore 
them senseless, 

My other tip to junior coaches is to bring as many balls 
as possible to training. Players learn nothing if they don’t 
get the feel of that ball. 


In the last couple of weeks I've spoken to many junior 
ae and their coaches. I find most of them very eager to 
learn and many are surprised to learn that coaching players 
for enjoyment and possibly success is not the big mystery 
some senior coaches make it out to be. 


It's the coaches and the textbooks of meanii tactics 
which stifle the game, particularly for young players.
